YOUNG SMALL 
NOW IN JAIL 


Fought with Father, Threatened his 


Mother, Tried to Burn Bam and 


Did Various Other Things. Held 


for April Term of Court. 


To reach 
manhood 
behind prison 
lutrs w ill Im the fate of H arry Small, 
son of David Sm all,of near McSherrys 
town, who is now in the Adams County 
jail having been committed by Justice 
George L. 
Rice, of McSherrystown. 
on his own confession of g u ilt Sm all 
was also beld to answ er charges of as­ 
sault and litte ry on 
both his father 
and mother, and surety of the peace, 
preferred 
by 
a 
neighbor, Gregory 
Welsh. Officer Dougherty, of McSher 
rystown. who bud charge of the prison 
er, found tw o razors in his pocket, hut 
did not h riu g the additional charge of 
carrying concealed deadly weapons, 
believing th at the young 
man had 
enough to answ er for. 
W hile young Sm all’s actions hear 
evidence of a vicious nature, the off­ 
ences for which he w ill answer before 
the court were committed, 
^reliably, 
while under the influence of 
liquor. 
The hearing had a 
pathetic 
side, 
which touched the hearts of the large 
crowd 
which 
filled Justice R ice’s 
court. 
When the mother of 
the 
ac­ 
cused youth took the stand to testify 
that her son threatened her life w ith a 
razor, shouting that he 
“ would cut 
her heart o u t!” the boy’s head 
fell, 
and tears came 
into his eye*. 
The 
m other’s testim ony was given In sobs 
and there were other eyes which were 
dimmed w ith tears. 
A hush fell over 
the court room, which was unbroken 
until Mrs. Sm all was led away. 
The father testified th at the trouble 
liegun when “ T om ,’’as the boy is nick 
named.came home to supper.apparent­ 
ly slig h tly under the influence of l i ­ 
quor. 
The father and son had words, 
which ended in a 
tussle, the father 
getting the la-st of the boy. The threat 
to the m other followed, 
after which 
the boy went to the barn 
and 
in a 
spirit of revenge set fire to the bay in 
the loft. 
This occurred shortly before 
6 p. rn. 
Fortunately the fire was d is­ 
covered in its incipiency 
by 
passers 
by and was extinguished before much 
dam age was done. 
John Hook, John Gouker, 
W illiam 
Kmali, 
G eorge 
Weaver and Jam es 
Lingg were among those w hs first saw 
the smoke and 
helped to extinguish 
the Haines. Keuel Small, a neighbor's 
son, also testified 
that 
H arry asked 
him for a match shortly 
before the 
fire, and after replying th at be d id n 't 
have any H arry pulled out a pocket 
full. 
Follow ing the burning of his fa th ­ 
er's tarn . Sm all made threats about 
burning the barn of a neighbor—G re­ 
gory W elsh. 
W illiam Sm all, James Lingg, John 
Hook and George Hook 
testified that 
they heard Sm all say he was going to 
burn W elsh's*'shack" the first chance 
he got. and to two of the witnesses he 
added “ to n ig h t." 
After the incidents as above stated 
Small walked to Hanover, 
where he 
was arrested by 
Constable Duttera, 
who received 
inform ation over the 
telephone from Officer Dougherty, of 
McSherrystown, who had w arrants for 
his arrest, to tie on the lookout for the 
accused. 
The constable ran 
acrosa 
Small about ti u nlock and held him 
until Officer Dougherty arrived, 
who 
kept him in the lock-up 
th at night, 
and after the hearing brought him 
to the G ettysburg jail. 
S m all's birthday is on the 23d of 
this month, when he w ill tie 21 years 
old.

Stuyvesant Fish, former president of 
he Illinois Central Railroad company, 
was drawn into the investigation of 
illeged graft on the part of employe* 
md officials of that road. A prelimi- 
aary report from the detective who 
aas been conducting an investigation 
:hat will be submitted to President J. 
r. Harahan will show’ that the m a­ 
jority of those charged with corrup­ 
tion are either appointees of the Fish 
administration or employes tvho have 
been working under those appointees. 
The report will show further that so 
far as the investigation has proceeded 
it indicates that the fraud has extend­ 
ed over a period of four years. 
The total amount of the stealing is 
now said to be $2,500,000. W hether the 
shortage will exceed this amount is 
yet in doubt. 
Rumors were to the effect that the 
investigation follows the threat of the 
Fish forces to make a battle to regain 
control of the Illinois Central in con 
sequence of the death of E. H. Harrl 
man. who wrested it from them sev­ 
eral years ago. 
It was even said that 
oft-repeated reports of the resignation 
of President Harahan had emanated 
from the Fish ram p and that the pres­ 
ent investigation is intended to reveal 
the secrets of the Fish administration.

T h e se a re 
based upon th e e x ten t to w hich each 
in ju ry in terfe res w ith e m p lo y m en t and 
upon th e annual earn in g s of th e m en 
injured. 
In case m en a re killed in 
work acciden ts th eir w idow s and chil­ 
dre n will receive on*- and a half y e ar's 
wages, with an additional IO per cent 
for each child u n d er sixteen, and S 
lier cent for each year of serv ice of 
the deceased above five years.
